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RESPONSE TO AMENDMENT 

1. Claims 5, 6, 9 and 13-21 are pending in the application, claims 1-4, 7, 8 and 10-12 have 
been cancelled. 

2. Amendments to the claims, filed on May 1, 2010, have been entered in the above- 
identified application. 

REJECTIONS 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 5, 6, 9, 13-16 and 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. In the instant case amended claims 5, 6, 9 and 13 contain(s) the limitation "a 
chromium layer . . . ." The specification does not disclose that the structure comprises a 
chromium layer and a chromium oxide layer in combination, therefore this limitation is 
considered new matter. Furthermore, Applicant's background of the invention states that they 
are not doing a dual layer chromium coating to save on cost, page 2, lines 20-24. The new 
matter must be deleted. 
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ANSWERS TO APPLICANTS ARGUMENTS 

5. Applicant's arguments in the response filed March 1, 2010 regarding the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
first paragraph, rejection of record have been carefully considered but are deemed unpersuasive. 

Applicant argues that the limitations "a chromium layer which is not oxidized remains 
between said chromium-oxide passivation film and said metallic material, and said chromium 
layer remains adhered to the metallic material so that said chromium-oxide passivation film is 
coupled to said metallic material." Applicant's state that support for the addition of the 
"chromium layer" can be found in figures 2 and 3 and page 9, lines 16-23. 

Applicant's figure 2 is a view showing a result of evaluating chromium-oxide passivation 
film after oxidizing treatment by photoelectron spectroscopy and figure 3 is a view showing 
results of evaluation surface roughness (Ra) dependence of corrosion resistance of the 
chromium-oxide passivation film according to the invention by SEM observation. Both are chart 
evaluating the "chromium-oxide passivation layer". There is no discussion of a "chromium 
layer" with the "chromium-oxide passivation layer" in these figures. Also, page 9, lines 16-23 
on discusses figure 3 and the surface roughness of the interface and a "speculation" about the 
adhesion. 

The examiner does agree that there is support for the intermediate product of the 
invention containing a chromium coat on the metallic material (page 6, lines 4-6). However, 
after applying the oxidizing treatment the chromium coat is transformed into a chromium-oxide 
passivation film. There is no disclosure in the specification that after the oxidizing treatment that 
a chromium coat remains in the final product or in combination with the chromium-oxide 
passivation film.
